Colorado Springs, Colo., Aug. 1.—An

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 1.—The munici- 


pal institutions of this city at Mar- 
shalsea, where the insane asylum is 
located, were threatened with com- 
plete destruction by fire attended with 
much excitement among the inmates. 
Three fire engines \Uth a quantity of 
hose were placed aboard a special 
train and sent to the scene from here. 
Almost Immediately another call for 
more fire-fighting apparatus was re- 
ceived, and two more engines were dis- 
patched. The Inmates of the various 
buildings were ordered out as soon as 
the fire began to spread, and were 
herded together on the lawns a short 
ways from the burning buildings. The 
administration and hospital buildings 
were totally destroyed. 


Samuel Means, an employe, was 


caught under falling walls and crushed 
to death. The injured: W. H. Laiken, 
employe, caught by wall, condition 
serious; Seuton Thornton, employe, 
caught by wall, condition serious. 


Shortly after the arival of the sec- 


ond special train from this city, it was 
seen that the insane pavilion woulr1 
soon be enveloped in flames. There 
were 589 patients, all more or less vio- 
lent, confined in the cell-like wards in 
the pavilion. These patients were 
made frantic by the glare of the flames 
shining through their barred windows. 
All the attendants, enforced by the 
firemen and county detectives, entered 
the building, and for a while it ap- 
peared doubtful whether the crazed 
men and women would be gotten from 
the building. However, the patients 
responded to the efforts of the author- 
ities and all were taken to places of 
safety. The loss is $25,000.

It was written hi red 
ink in the Armenian language, and 
was signed »by the symbol- of thft ter- 
rorists—three hands with dagger* op* 
lifted, poised above a red heart. 


The inquiry developed an Important 


witness when Magderich Lustrlan, a 
blacksmith, was examined by Amiiit- 
ant District Attorney Manley. Accord- 
ing to Information given out at the dis- 
trict attorney's office, the witness said 
that he had often attended meetings

be made out at any time during the 
voyage.

IN NEW MEXICO 


Oyster Bay. N. Y., Aug. 1.—Radical 


reforms in the territorial government 
of New Mexico are to be inaugurated 
upon the arrival in Santa Fe of Gover- 
nor George Curry, who has just re- 
turned from the Philippines to assume 
that office. 
President Roosevelt con- 


ferred with Governor Curry and sent 
him on his way thoroughly imbued 
with the necessity of ruling with an 
iron hand until the alleged tangle of 
intrigue and graft in New Mexico has 
been straightened out. "Clean govern- 
ment is what the nresident wants." 
said Governor Currv, on leaving Oys- 
ter Bay, "and that is what I shall do 
my best to establish." Conferences on 
the situation in the territories were 
continued at Sagamore Hill after the 
departure of Governor Curry, as Chief 
Justice Kent of Arizona and Federal 
Judge B. S. Rodey of Porto Rico, for- 
merly delegate in congress from New 
Mexico, were luncheon guests of the 
president. Judge Rodey told the pres- 
ident that the tax valuation in New 
Mexico has been outrageously juggled 
by the railroad and mining interests.
